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!  PROVISIONAL  SPECIFICATION. 

Improvements  in  Tables  and  the  like.

Walter  Henry  Evans,  St.  Elmo,  Greenhill  Lane,  near  Alfreton,  Derbyshire, 
Grocer  flo  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  this  invention  to  be  as  follows :  >- — 

This  invention  relates  to  a  wall,  table,  the  table  top  or  plate  and  its  diagonal 
support  and  chain,  rod  or  other  device  being  capable  of  removal  when  the 
5  table  is  not  required  for  use. 

A  plate  or  moulding  is  permanently  fixed  to  the  wall  at  a  suitable  height 
from  the  floor,  having  a  saw-gate  or  recess  longitudinally  along  its  upper  edge. 

One  edge  of  the  table  top  or  plate  is  provided  with  a  plate  projecting  down¬ 
wards  at  a  right  angle  to  the  underside  of  the  table,  this  projecting  plate  fils 
10  into  the  above  mentioned  saw-gate  or  recess  when  the  table  is  in  position  for 
use.  The  opposite  or  outer  side  of  the  table  is  supported  by  a  diagonal  leg  or 
strut, — hereinafter  called  a  strut,- — which  is  adjustably  attached  to  the  under¬ 
side  of  the  table,  near  to  its  outer  edge.  The  lower  end  of  this  strut  rests  upon 
the  floor  close  to  the  wall.  The  strut  is,  at  its  upper  end,  connected  by  hinges 
15  to  a  sliding  piece  working  in  guides  on  the  underside  of  the  table-plate,  and  by 
means  of  a  cam  or  other  suitable  device  this  sliding  piece  can  be'  pressed  away 
from  the  outer  edge  of  the  table  and  towards  the  wall  thus  tending  to  raise  up 
the  outer  edge  of  the  table. 

A  chain  rod  or  other  device  secured  to  the  underside  of  the  table  plate  at  a 
20  suitable  point  between  the  upper  end  of  the  strut  and  the  edge  of  the  table 
next  the  wall  is  removably  connected  to  a  hook  or  eye  on  the  lower  part  of 
the  wall. 

To  fix  the  table  in  position,  the  projection  on  the  edge  of  the  table  plate  is 
dropped  into  the  saw-gate  in  the  moulding,  the  lower  end  of  the  strut  being 
25  placed  on  the  floor  against  the  wall,  and  the-  chain  hooked  to  the  attachment  on. 
the  wall  near  the  floor.  The  upper  end  of  the  strut  is  then  forced  a  suitable 
distance  towards  the  wall  by  a  turn  of  the  cam  or  other  arrangement,  thus 
putting  a  tensile  strain  on  the  chain,  and  so  bracing  the  table  firmly  in  posi¬ 
tion. 

30  Two  or  more  struts  and  chains  may  be  used  if  desirable. 

The  table  is  especially  suitable  for  ironing,  but  it  may  be  used  for  other 
purposes.

Evans’s  Improvements  in  Tables  and  the  like. 

formed,  to  be  particularly  described  and  ascertained  in  and  by  the  following 
statement ; 

This  invention  refers  to  a  detachable  wall  table. 

The  table  top  or  plate,  and  its  diagonal  support  being  capable  of  removal 
when  the  table  is  not  required  for  use.  ” 

A  plate  or  moulding  A;  having  two  or  more  recesses  in, the  lower  part,  with 
corresponding  plates  or  angle  plates  C  across  the  lower  part  of  the  recess;  is 
permanently  fixed  to  a  wall,  or  upright  partition  at  a  suitable  height  from 
the  floor.  T'he  back  edge  of  the  table  top  or  plate  B,  is  provided  with  hooks 
or  straps  I)  on  the  underside  of  the  table,  and  projecting  a  suitable  distance 
and  turned  downwards.  The  number  of  hooks  or  straps  H  corresponds  with 
the  number  of  recesses  C.  The  front  or  outer  edge  of  the  table  is  supported 
by  a  diagonal  leg  or  strut  S;  hereinafter  called  a  strut;  which  is  adjustably 
attached  to  the  underside  of  the  table,  near  its  outer  edge,  the  lower  end  of 
this  strut  rests  upon  the  floor  near  the  wall  when  the  table  is  in  position.  The  1 5 
strut  S,  is  at  its  upper  end  connected  by  hinges  Gr  to  a  slotted  sliding  piece  H, 
working  in  guides  E  on  the  underside  of  the  table  plate  B.  A  threaded  bolt 
and  wing  nut  F  is  fixed  between  the  guides  E  and  secure  the  sliding  piece  H 
when  the  table  is  in  position  for  use. 

To  fix  the  table  in  position  for  use,  insert  the  sliding  piece  H ;  on  the  upper  20 
end  of  the  strut  S ;  between  the  guides  E ;  on  the  underside  of  the  table ;  the 
sliding  piece  H  to  go'  the  length  of  the  slot  under  the  wing  nut  F. 

Place  the  lower  end  of  the  strut  S  on  the  floor  near  the  wall,  directly  under 
the  permanent  moulding  A.  liaise  the  back  of  the  table,  insert  hooks  B  into 
plated  recesses  C.  Now  force  back  the  upper  end  of  the  strut  S  till  the  table  25 
is  rigid  then  secure  by  tightening  the  wing  nut  F  upon  the  sliding  piece  H. 

For  ironing  tables,  and  tables  requiring  more  than  ordinary  strength  and 
rigidity,  a  chain  or  rod  J  secured  to  the  underside  of  the  table  plate  B  at  a  suit¬ 
able  point  between  the  guides  E  and  the  back  edge  of  the  table,  is  removably 
attached  to  a  permanent  hook  or  eye  K  on  the  lower  part  of  the  wall.  The  30 
mode  of  fixing  this  table  in  position,  is  the  same  as  given  previously,  except  to 
hook  the  chain  J  onto  attachment  K  before  forcing  back  the  strut  S. 

Two  or  more  struts  or  chains  may  be  used  if  desirable. 

The  table  is  suitable  for  all  purposes  for  which  a  table  is  required. 

Having  now  particularly  described  and  ascertained  the  nature  of  my  said  35 
invention,  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  I  declare  that 
what  I  claim  is  : » — - 

I  A  table  top  or  plate  removably  attached  to  a  permanent  wall  attachment, 
and  braced  or  levered  against  the  said  wall  attachment,  by  means  of  one  or 
more'  adjustable  legs  or  struts.  jq 

2.  The  said  legs  or  struts  may  be  removably  attached  to  the  underside  of  the 
table  top. 

3.  A  table  as  Claims  I  and  2  with  the  addition  of  a  straining  rod  or  chain 
attached  to  the  underside  of  the  table  top  at  a  suitable  point,  and  being  remov¬ 
ably  attached  to  a  wall  attachment  near  the  floor.
